tain result of harrowing, the needy con- 
sumer is in pretty much such a dilemma 
easpfhe .o$4 colored preacher descril>ed 
the unconverted to be in. Said he: 


"Unless you repent you will be lost 


*s surclv as I kill ttLs Ay." Not hit- 
'ting tKeliryrhiiwtvef, he added: "Well, 
,VOM will tie lost anyhow." But as a rule 
'the grcut public i"s the gainer from the 
investment of borrowed money, although 
the borrower may ;not be. The majority 
of the men who built Chicago, lost what 
little they had through the payment of 
ten per cent, interest. It would-have 
breu better for them, if they had never 
seen Chicago,'but'it would liave been 
worse for the Northwest and the coun- 
try. 
Ni>w we have an elegant 
city, 


which is a grand center of comnjerce 
and travel, and upw the ruin of twrrow* 
era marly everv one of its structures 
stand. The plains and prairies present 
a similar result of self-sacrifice. 
Men 


g altered together what little they pos- 
s-.wtJ, mid came West to develop these, 
wild acres. They found their capital 
I'M limited to do justice to themselves 
and their farms. 
Eastern capitalists 


were applied to for money, and loaned 
it uut at ten per cent., and perhaps at a 
higher rate. A few years demonstrated 
to'thc borrower that he could not pay 
that interest, and he went under. 
After 


years of toil and sacrifice, hit went out 
into the road a virtuous pauper, but he 
left n magnificent farm for the commu- 
nity to boast of, and to levy taxes up- 
on. 


But society has no right to require 


such a sacrifice from an individual. 
It 


w.mld be just as well off, if it protected 
him in the enj-.iyment of what he had 
created, and it is its duty to do it. The 
capitalist is the pasessor of something 
tliat tlie community requires the use of, 
and its highest interests demand that he 
shall be compelled to allow the use of it 
fur a reasonable consideration. If the 
community found it necessary to run a 
highway through a man's land, it would 
do*~it, and he would receive only such 
compensation as was just. If the inter- 
ests of the community demanded the 
destruction of a man's house, it would 
)c destroyed. Uut when the very main- 
spring of business prosperity—money, it 
required, the owner is not only permit- 
ted to charge for its uae an exorbitant 
price, but he is allowed to ruin others 
for the benefit of himself and the bal- 
ance of tlie community. 
There is n« 


justice i;i this snd tlic usury laws must 
receive iii'.r;- attention from our legisla- 
tures. Several of the States have passed 
usury !:iivs, ami they should become Uni- 
versal.

Chronicle says thata fioii 11 Elfco 
have undertaken to1'introduce thisn'atu- 
ral soap into market. It is similar" in 
appearance to che CastiVj soap sold in 
\-jirsx bari Nothing isaildod to the min- 
eral but H trifle m»rc alkali and some 
scenting-cxtracts. Its detersive quali- 
ties are us p.werful«rtiiuw: of any man
